CARIBOO’S BLACK BAND. 

Immense Values Found Among the 
Alluvial Gravel in That District. 

The mineral wealth of British Colom¬ 
bia has truly, as the mining men now 
gathered hero from various parts of the 
province announce, but been touched. 
From time to time fresh discoveries are 
■being brought to the attention of the 
public, and camps thought to have been 
almost exhausted are found to contain 
riches infinitely greater than was at the 
first contemplated. 

The miuing district of Cariboo, which 
attracted such an influx of gold seekers 
in the sixties, has periodically since that 
time become tbe promised land for pros¬ 
pectors. The latest discovery Is that of 
usmiridium in the black sands found in 
conjunction with the placer gold. A 
sample taken from the black sand was 
went to the provincial mineralogist.

The supply of 
this alloy i* not found in sufficient quan¬ 
tities to meet the demands for this pur¬ 
pose. The manufacture of the mantels 
is limited at the present time, it is said, 
in consequence of this lack of the sup¬ 
ply of osmlridlum. 

The provincial mineralogist daring his 
visit to Cariboo looked into this matter, 
endeavoring to ascertain the amount of 
this alloy which was likely to be foand. 
It occurred in uncertain quantities, bat 
may yet be located with sufficient fre¬ 
quency to mAe it a source of rkhmws 
in tbe district. 

The black sand in which these depos¬ 
its are found is frequently met with in 
the alluvial gravel of the Cariboo.

delivery up of the writ.

WMh this duty 
tabeA off their trade will b« increased to 
what ho extent no oue at the present time 
can as/. 

“The situation la just this. At tbe pre¬ 
sent time tbe Washington and Oregon 
miners are making a much leas profit on 
their coal than «7 cents per ton. They 
would be well satisfied if ft would be pee-j 
sible for them to dispose of the capacity 
of their mine* at 20 cents a too profit. 
Now tbe Vancouver and other Canadian 
mines will be able te discount their prices 
In California 07 cents a (on. and IT tale la 
done they will be able to sell In IheOhll- 
fornta market bltumtnoua coal at a lest 
price than wd can mine It In Washington 
and Oregon. 

‘The result will be that we will be shut 
out of that trade altogether. Should this 
be the result it will mean that many of the 
Washington and Oregon coal mines will 
have to close down altogether, an we will 
have nothing left but tbe local trade, which 
cannot take the combined output of the 
local mines. 

“The bill waa Intended to benefit tbe 
people in the Best who a nr badly in need 
of coal. Tbe Washington and Oregon 
mines, or any others in the West where 
bituminous coal la mined, cannot ship to 
the East, and therefore the class of people 
IT la the intention to benefit will not be 
relieved. 

“The effect In Washington will be badly 
felt If tbe bill passes the Senate, for ft 
will mean the cutting of the output to a 
minimum aad the consequent throwing out 
of employment of many thousands of men.*’

Mr. Hobson attributed the delay only 
to the ignorance of the legislators who 
thought there was no need for a change 
in the laws. 

There was not the labor in this prov¬ 
ince. (Why? Because the prospector 
was debarred from entering. Two hun¬ 
dred men had followed him in who would 
have stayed had they been given a , 
chance to remain and prospect during 
the time.when the work was not in pro¬ 
gress in the mines. Throw the fields 
open on a bread gauge and liberal basis, 
and thousands would come in. There 1 
would folow also the farmers and fruit 
growers, and every other industry would 
be improved. 

J. H. Brownlee also spoke in favor of 
changing the laws. Atlin had been 
cursed with labor troubles. It was 
found Impossible to get capital into At¬ 
lin. Any money there was there bad 
been made out of the ground. There 
had been no capital taken in. In the 1 
matter of labor It was impossible to get 
the plucky prospector to enter the coun¬ 
try. There was no rivalry between the 
prospector and the capitalist. The men 
had to stick to the ehallow claims. They j 
could not work tbe deep placer ground. 
That required capital. He believed in 
two years $20,000,000 would be taken 
out of ithe pincers of British Columbia. 

He believed that reforms could be ac¬ 
complished this winter if they went 
about it in the right way. They had the 
richest province in Canada. They 
dhould develop it and quit politics. 

Referring to tho question of Chinese 
labor. Mr. Hdbson «nul ho had no use 
'for Mongolians. A careful account had 
fbeen kept by his company and be could 
•compare the Asiatics with the white* 
•very -readily. They had been forced to 
.get Japs and Chinaman at titne* wl»*n 
no otheT labor wasjavailable, but it was 
the dearest they could employ. On the 
Cariboo (Consolidated and Horscdy the 
•ordinary white laborer, such as would 
;get from $i to $1.40 a day on the rail¬ 
way, were paid $2.50 a day. They were 
•charged 7t)r. a day for board. These 
white men’s average work was nine 
•cubic yards of excavation a day, which 
•cost 27 cents a yard therefore to the 
•company. The Japs had been paid $1.15 
•a day. Tbev averaged five cubic yards, 
-which cost the company 35 cents a 
yard. Chinese had also been employed, 
•sometimes an high ns 200, when l«o 
•other labor was available. These were 
•paid $1.75 a day. Their average day’s 
work was four cubic yards. That was 
all yon could get out of thcm« Yoa 
might drive them as you liked, that wr.s 
-all that could he accomplished. This 
cost the company 44 cents a yard. 
Would any man hire a Chinaman at 
these rates if he could get a white man? 

Dubois Mason corroborated the state¬ 
ment of the chairman that the latter had 
attended the legislature and urged leg's- 
Intion without avail. 

Referring to the question of transpor¬ 
tation. Mr. Hobson said $100 a ton was 
paid for transporting 200 miles frem 
the railroad. This would be overcome 
by the development of the resources of 
the country. All east of the Cariboo 
road had large bodies of argentiferous, 
pyritic, copper and gold hearing ores 
which were lying unworked for waut of 
transportation facilities.
